UHDERSIGNEO CALLED ON CHIEF, CAVATA ON 8 FEB AND l .JFORMALLY 

EXTENDED AN INVITATION TO HIM ON BEHALF OF CHIEF, KUBARK TO VISIT 
PBPRIME FOR DISCUSSIONS ANO CONSULTATION WITH KUBARK HEADQUARTERS 
AROUND THE MIDDLE OF JUNE. CHIEF, CAVATA WAS MOST PLEASED WITH THIS 
INVITATION AND STATED THAT HE HAD BEEN LOOKING FORWARD FOR SOME TIME 
TO REVISITING KUBARK HEADQUARTERS. THE SUGGESTED DATE OF 15 JUNE WAS 
ACCEPTABLE TO HIM, BUT HE SAIO HE WOULD FIRST HAVE TO CLEAR THE VISIT 
WITH HIS MINISTER AND WOULO ADVISE US ACCORDINLY. WE DID NOT RAISE THI 
POINT OF MHBRUSH FINANCING HIS TRAVEL TO AMD FROM PBPRIME, BUT WILL 
BRING THIS MATTER TO HIS ATTENTION AS SOON AS HIS MINISTER GIVES 
FORMAL APPROVAL FOR THE TRIP. 



2. DURING A SUBSEQUENT CONVERSATION, CU.. PO I NTED OUT THAT ONE 

OF THE AREAS IN WHICH WE INTENDED TO GIVE CHI EF/lAVATA THE BENEFIT OF 
KUBARK’S BROAD EXPERIENCE IS IN PERSONNEL MATTERS, INCLUDING THE 
TRAINING ASSESSMENT OF STAFF MEMBERS. OF PARTICULAR IMPORTANCE WAS 
CONSIDERED THE BRIEFING OF CHIEF, CAVATA ON KUB. >X*S JOT PROGRAM AND 
THE SUCCESS WE HAVE HAD IN ATTRACTING CAPABLE YOUNG COLLEGE GRADUATES 
TO OUR ORGANIZATION. CHIEF, CAVATA WAS QUITE PLEASED WITH THIS 
SUGGESTION AND STATED THAT THIS WAS A PROBLEM OF VITAL IMPORTANCE TO 
THE FUTURE OF CAVATA. WE ALSO POINTED OUT THAT WE DESIRED TO GIVE 
CHIEF, CAVATA AN UP-TO-DATE BRIEFING ON KUBARK EXPERIENCE IN THE 
COUNTER-ESPIONAGE FIELD AS WELL AS OISCUSS INCREASED JOINT OPERATIONAL 
ACTIVITY BETWEEN KUBARK ANO CAVATA, PARTICULARLY AGAINST REOWOCO 
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TARGETS. FINALLY, WE POINTEO OUT THAT IT WAS OUR INTENTION TO INVITE 
OTHER KEY CAVATA OFFICIALS TO PBPRIME HEADQUARTERS IN OROER TO GIVE 
THEM THE BENEFIT OF BRIEFINGS ANO CONSULTATION WITH KUBARK HEADQUARTER 
OFFICIALS. CL. MENTIONED THENBAMES OF IDENTITIES I, 2 AND 3 AS 
INDICATIVE OF THE LEVEL AND AREA OF SPECIALIZATION IN WHICH WE ARE 
INTERESTED. 

3. WITH RESPECT TO THE VISITS OF OTHER KEY CAVATA STAFFERS, CHIEF 

CAVATA SAID THAT HE HEARTILY ENDORSES SUCH A PROGRAM. HE SUGGESTED 
THAT EMPHASIS BE PLACEO ON THE BRIEFING AND TRAINING OF OFFICERS 
CONCERNED WITH COUNTER-ESPIONAGE SINCE THIS WAS THE FIELD IN WHICH 
KUBARK AND CAVATA NEED TO WORK TOGETHER CLOSEST AND WHERE KUBARK CAN BE 
Or THE GREATEST ASSISTANCE TO CAVATA. WE REVIEWED WITH CHIEF, CAVATA 
THE NAMES OF OFFICERS WHOM HE ANO WE FELT WOULD MOST BENEFIT FROM SUCH 

A TRIP TO PBPRIME. THE FOLLOWING IS A LIST OF THESE OFFICERS INCLUDING
